A MENDOCINO MURDER. 


‘Capture and Attempted Lynching of 
the saben 


ls. F. Chronicle.] 

A correspondent of the Chronicle, 
writing from Covelo, Mendocina Co., 
under date of September 15th, gives, 
the details of a series of tragic occur- 


| rences which have taken place in that 


vicinity recently. On the ilth of 
July last A. J. Schrum, an old citizen 
of Covelo, was shot and killed whileat- 
tending his evening duties about the 
farm. The aggravating wantonness of 


the crime caused an intense indigna- 
tion in the town. Any clue of the 
the murderer were eagerly sought for. 
One Jesse Anthony was unfortunate 
enough to have the finger of suspicion 


inted toward him and was accord- | 


ingly taken into custody. Proof 
against him being very meager, 
however, he was soon after re- 
leased. In the meantime H. S. Dove- 
bill, a constable, commenced to work 
up the case, and succeeded in obtain- 
f that he deemed conclusive 
of the guilt of S. T. and L. Davis, 
aller 3h whom he soon after; in com- 
pany with Thomas Potts, a fellow-con- 
stable, arrested. News of the intended 
arrest having been noised abroad, a 
party of citizens, well armed, deter- 
mined to intercept and lynch the pris- 
oners on the road to jail. The officers 
cleverly managed to evade them, how- 
ever, and succeeded ia lodging their 
men in jail at Covelo. At nightfall a 
mob had collected, and, proceed- 
ing to.the jail, demanded the prison- 
ers. Upon being refused they per-|° 
sisted in their demonstrations, finally 
causing Constable Potts, acting in 
self-defense, to fire upon the crowd, 
wounding and almost instantly killing 
a Frenchman named Frank Skeziques, 
an old citizen. The Davis brothers 
have been kept under a strong guard 
awaiting trial. The death of Skezi- 
quez has only intensified the excite- 
ment over the affair, and the authori- 
ties are in extreme anxiety for fear of 
further angry demonstrations by the 


mob.

The Storms in the West Indies. 
New York, Sept. 23.—The recent 
storms in the West Indies, according 
to letters received, did immense 


damage. At Port Au Prince the Gov- 
erment werks were entirely destroyed. 
At Jacmel, the high sea broke up and 
destroyed ‘all the small vessels at an- 
chor and warehouses on shore, while 
goods on the wharves were washed 
away, including 5,000,000 pounds of 
logwood belonging to various owners. 
On the other side of town the rise in 
the river swept away several houses. 
The hurricane also destroyed the 
entire coffee and cocoa crops. Five 
vessels riding at anchor were driven 
ashore. At Aux Cayes in less than 
three hours 434 houses were destroyed, 
also a powder magazine, court house 
and public buildings. A large num- 
ber of persons were killed and wound- 
ed. At Aquin 186 houses were swept 
away and in i emg only four houses 
remain. lives are reported lost. 
The sea aren over the town of St. 
Luis and swept nearly everything away, 
burying men, women and children in 
itscourse. LaGrande Anse was nearly 
swept out of existence and at Jeremic 
only 20 houses remain, and several 
vessels were driven ashore. At Covail 
forty houses have been demolished. 
In the country district the hurricane 
destroyed nearly every plantation. 
At Trinidad, ships, s‘eamers, lighters 
and other craft were swept ashore.
